Volunteer Blood Donors 
Total 221 in First Day 
Of University Drive 



Arts Building 
Leads Campus

Figiifcs released by the Blond 
Donors Campaign Committee 
show that two hundred and 
twenty-one volunteer donors 
were registered yesterday at the 
six booths where mëmbcirs of the 
Redwing Society were waiting 
to receive them. 

Harvey Whiting, chairman of 
the campnign, expressed his 
satisfaction at this response to 
the request of the Red Cross. 
Yesterday's number brings tlie 
total to two liundred and eighty' 
seven (innors. 

The booth in the Arts Building 
led the registration yesterday with 
sixty-five volunteers; and the En- 
gineering Building was second with 
thirty-six. The remainder of the 
booths were: R.V.C— thirty-four; 
McGill Union— thirty-one; Blolog 
leal Building— twenty-four; Strath- 
cona Hall— twenty; and Medical 
Building— eleven.' A list of the 
people registered yesterday is on 
page four. 

The first half dozen students to 
give their blood will probably be 
called upon to come next Monday. 
They will be notified by the Bed 
Cross through the mail and by tele- 
phone. About six students wilV be 
called every Monday and Thursday 
thereafter. 

Redwings, ' under the supervision 
of Hazcn Mackay, will continue to 
accept registrations all this week 
from ten a.m. to three p.m. Special 
forms provided by the Red Cross 
will be given out to be filled in by 
the prospective donors. These forms 
are to te sent to the Red Cross 
niood Donors Clinic at 1426 Bishop 
street, where they will be filed with 
forms received from people from all 
over the city. 

McGill Is the sixth university to 
. oin the blood donors scheme. Stu 
dents at Queens, Western Ontario, 
Toronto, Manitoba, and U.B.C. are 
already giving blood. In ordinary 
cases the Red Cross will not accept 
blood from persons under twenty 
one but they make an exception in 
the case of students. 



Resolution Is 
Set by CouncO 

Reduction of 
Purely Social 
Activity Sought 



At a meeting of the Students' 
Council held last night the follow 
Ing resolution was passed pertain' 
ing to the activities of the univer< 
sity students: 

"Whereas it is_ generally recog 
nised that it is the main duly of 
every student In wartime to pre- 
pare himself for leadership in the 
war and post war period by study' 
ing to the best of his ability. ^And 
whereas every available minute of 
student's time should be directed 
to the war effort, it is resolved 
that this council go on record as 
being in favour of reducing activi- 
ties of a purely social nature on 
the campus to a reasonable mini 
mum, and this council further soli- 
cits the co-operation of all the 
clubs on the campus In this con- 
nection, and recommend that 
wherever possible these activittes 
be turned towards some war cf 
Xort" 

This resolution was also incorpor- 
ated In a letter sent to the varl: 
ous campus clubs and societies for

"India, Two Views." was the sub- 
ject of the discussion at the meet- 
ing of the People's Forum last 
night. In recognition of the part 
that India is playing in the war, 
the Forum, pioneer organization for 
Adult Education In Canada, .pre- 
sented Dr. Anup Singh, and Mr. H. 
S. L. Polak, who presented different 
views of the Indian Problem.^- 

Anup Singh, who spoke first, is 
himself a native of Punjab. He has 
been a leading spokesman of the 
Indian National Congress, and his 
book, "Nehru: the Rising Star of 
India" has received world-wide at- 
tention from students of India. 
Singh holds a Ph.D. from Harvard 
University, and a recent article, 
"Britain's Last Chance in India" ap- 
peared in the September Issue of 
Harper's Magazine. 

While admitting the controversial 
and provocative nature of the sub- 
ject under discussion, Dr. Singh be- 
gan his speech by stating that the 
point of view whicli he was going 
to present was the position taken by 
a body, constitutionally elected b\ 
eight out of the eleven provinces of 
British India, an^ therefore reprc 
scntative of a vast majority of In- 
dians. 

Despite her* troubles with Eng- 
land, the Indians were unanimous, 
the speaker said, In having no il 
lusions about the repugnance of 
Hitler, and what he stands for, to 
the best spirit of India. The 'In- 
dians were therefore in full sym- 
pathy with the war, as is shown 
by the gallant contributions of the 
Indian Army, Navy and Air Force 
to the success of British campaigns 
In the near cast and Africa. 

The crux of the quarrel with Brit- 
ain was described as being the fail- 
urc of the British to give a formal 
pledge to grant Dominion status, or 
free government to India within a 
reasonable and specified period, and 
the British insistence on keeping 
their treaty obligations with ths 
Princes, whose states represent 
many of the worst aspects of feud- 
alism and undemocratic govern- 
ment.

Tlie ceremony commémorât» 
ing the lOOtIt anniversary of the 
biitli of Sir "Wilfriw Laurier will 
be held in the Sir Arthur Currie 
Memorial Gymnasium-Armoury 
on Tluirstlny evening. Partici- 
pating in the evening's events 
along with McGill University 
will be the University of Mont- 
real and L'Assomption College. 

Tlic main speaker on the pro- 
gram will be The Hon. C. G. 
Power, Minister of National 
Defence for Air, who has ciioscn 
as the theme of his address the 
growth of Canada from the time 
of Sir Wilfrid's leadership to the 
present day, witli eiiipliasis on 
the expansion of tlic country's 
part in world affairs. 

The main theme of the ceremon- 
ies, as announced by the principal's 
office of McGill University, will be 
Canada's unity in the face of world 
danger. This unity of the people of 
Canada was an object of much of 
the work of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
who constantly tried to unite -the 
two sections of the Canadian popu 
latlon, French and English. A .tri- 
bute is paid to his efforts In UiT 
line by the Joint participation of 
the universities of McGlli and 
Montreal in the ceremonies com- 
memorating his birth. 

Dandurand Speaks 

Rt. Hon. Raoul Dandurand is to 
be the first speaker on the program 
Thursday evening. After delivering 
the opening address, he will pre-i 
sent to McGill a plaque in memory 
of the life and work of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, which will be placed In the 
Law Faculty of the University. 
Senator Dandurand was a personal;^ 
friend of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. He , 
Is a former president of the Univer- 
sity of Montreal and he received 
an honourary LL.D. from McGill in 
1910. He will deliver his speech Jn 
French. 

The band of the R.C.A.F., from 
the S.F.T.S. at St. Hubert, under tho 
command of Sergeant Burry will^.; 
play some of the musical features of"'-' 
the program. Including several Mc-

About sixteen months ago there arrived in 
Canada some 2,400 refugees, transferred from 
internment in England to inlemment in Can- 
ada. A great number were young boys and men 
who had been walling in England for their 
chance to migrate to the United States-some 
as long as Î5 years. Others had already been 
absorbed into EngUsh life as students or work- 
ers. At the outbreak ot war they had almost 
all been certlflcd by the British tril)unals as 
friendly aliens, refugees from Nazi oppression, 
and had continued to live freely in England 
during the first eight months of war. All were 
victims of persecution in Austria or Germany. 
Many had been abused, beaten, had Angers 
frozen off, and endured innumerable other 
hardships In Nazi concentration camps. 

But during May and June 1940, with Dun- 
kirk and Invasion possibilities making the head- 
lines, the British Government reversed its pre- 
vious policy. Feverishly and haphazardly. In- 
ternment o( enemy aliens, Austrlans, and as- 
sorted refugees was undertaken. In some com- 
munities all these categories were Interned, 
while In others parents and relatives of the In- 
ternees were unmolested and subsequently 
some have been admitted to the United States. 
The conditions under which they were trans- 
ported across the sea aro best not described. 

When the Immediate peril was passed, the 
British Parliament invesllgated the matter. 
England realized the grave Injustices done to 
refugees who had sought shelter on her Island 
from the very Nazis with whom she was now 
at war. An attempt ^^Bs at Once made to rec-

On the face of it, it might seem that 
the Executive Council is doing its best to 
regiment niul curtail the activities of the 
students; however, a closer examination of 
the resolution will show that it depciuis for 
its success on, the good judgment and uo- 
. operation of the students themselves. 

There is no doubt that this resolution 
will form a basis of policy for the action of 
the Students' Council .for the rest of the 
coming session insofar as purely social 
: activities arc concerned. It i)uts down, on 
[, the record, what has been gradually cvolv- 
xi^'v^ing as the policy of the Council since' the 
start of the session. 

At the same time, it must be obvious 
that the Council realizes the heed for social 
activity; and the comparative report of 
activities to be drawn up will show that 
. activities have been already directed more

more and more refugees have been released to 
England to join the army, to take part In work 
of national Importance and, Indeed, to do any 
ob in which they can bo useful to the national 
effort. With regard to the refugees who reach 
ed Canada, it seemed at first that once they 
had been sorted out, no great harm would have 
been done, since most ot them would be in a 
better position to proceed with their plans" for 
migration to the United States. For those who 
wished to return to England, the British Gov- 
ernment sent out a high official who sent back 
some OOO volunteers cither to continue their 
work in England or to Join/ the army. Un 
fortunately the migration plans ot those who 
stayed in Canada became quite Impossible 
owing to the feeling which had grown up in 
the United States that these refugees were not 
considered trustworthy by the British and Can 
adlan governments. For a whole year the Gov 
crnments and tlie refugee organizations both 
here, in England and in the United States strove 
to overcome this objection. (Cf. editorial in 
The Montreal Daily Star ol Sept. 27, 1041, and 
article in The Globe and Mall, Toronto, Nov. 4, 
1041.) However, it persisted, and today Immi- 
gration to'^the United States has become so re- 
stricted there it appears very tew ot these re* 
fugces will be admitted to that country, evèn 
those whoso families and parents now reside 
there. 

The position of the remaining refugees was 
therefore.stlH very niuch ot a problem. For al- 
though they had beén thoroughly investigated 
by the British Government, and many ot them 
ordered released, tho Canadian Immigration 
authorities wero not prepared to throw them 
on their own resources in Canada for the dura- 
tion ot the war. So the winter pasted while 
red tape was untangled at Ottawa and nomin- 
ally released refugees continued to contemplate 
barbed wire and machine-gun towers. Finally, 
on July 1st the Canadian Government recog- 
nized the status ot these refugees in practice 
and separated their camps from tho prisoner* 
of-war administration, appointing' a Commis- 
sioner of Refugee Camps to control them. 
Further, as many ot the older internees' havo 
very superior technical training, it Is under- 
stood that, although still prisoners, tho monot- 
ony of their life Is being relieved by permitting 
them to aid In tho Industrial side of Canada's 
war effort. Finally, it has been announced that 
if a sponsor can be found to support and pay 
tuition tees of each, there are 300 boys trôm 16 
to 21 years ot age of unusual ability who will 
be released to carry on their education. This 
has been done both to help the refugees in 
question and to enable them to obtain tho 
training which would make them ustiul in de 
featlng Naziism. ^ 

Unfortunately, only 45 boys have found such 
sponsors. A number ot these have already 
been released and aro distributed among pran 
tlcally all Canadian universities, including Mc 
Gill, while others arc attending High School. 
This leaves over 250 Innocent young victims of 
Nazi barbarity waiting behind barbed wire for 
some sympathetic Canadian to offer them 
home and friendship. 

Words by thcmstlves cannot convey any true 
noUon of what this internment means in terms 
ot suffering. Suffering is, of course. inddenUl 
to war; but to have this suffering In the heart 
ot our relatively peaceful and plentiful country 
is absolutely unnecessary. These boys have suf- 
fered enough. They have undergone misery 
far beyond their years. To meet them and to 
know them as cagir, normal, Intelligent fellows, 
anxious for tho chance of normal living that 
has been denied them for so many years, im' 
bues one with the determination that w« hara 
should never rest till we have homes and 
friends to release them trom their internment 
It it is for our own skins that we are fighting 
this war, training students of the convictions, 
experiences and talents of this group Is 
worthwhile investment towards yletory. If It Ii 
alto for the oppressed, the enslaved, the per* 
secuted peoples ot the earth, as our leaders 
cIainfi,;herei.wo have a /delegation ot them In 
our midst to tèst our ilhcerlty. Mky we not be

University And Union Split Over

Yale is now without heat, light 
Janitor, maid or campus police ser 
vices. 

Acting aoiKi after an election 
which gave It full bargaining rights 
In certain key departments of the 
university, C.I.O. local 142 of the 
United Construction Workers has 
called a strike tor today which will 
tie up about 400 workers tor an in' 
definite period. 

It was learned late last night 
however, that Morgan R. Mooney, 
secretary ot the State Labor Media 
tlon Board, has volunteered to me 
dlate the strike and arbitration will 
begin this morning at 10.30 o'clock.

As the Intcr-Company Bas 
Icctball League is about to com- 
mence, plans have been releasee 
from the Athletic Office regard 
ing a new system which is to be 
used this year.

that while he has lost a great deal 
of the confidence of the Indian Con- 
gress on account of his political 
philosophy, yet he has continued to 
hMd the Party together by sheer 
force of his personality. He has also 
done the British an incalculable 
god turn by. refusing to yield to the 
party's demand to force the issue at 
a time^when i Britain would be em- 
harassed' by tlie war. 

Dr. Singh summed up by propos,

party, and there is à war to unite 
people in a Joint effort Firstly, all 
political prisoners roust be freed; 
secondly, all the different parties 
must be invited to the Viceroy's 
Council, and thirdly, a definite 
pledge must be made to grant full 
home government to India at a 
specified time after the war. 

The second speaker, H. S. L. Po- 
lak, was as cquàlly qualified to 
state the British side of the ques- 
tion. For ten years he worked in 
close co-operation with Gandhi in 
South Africa, and has iincc then 
taken part in the Round Table 
Conferences on India, and has vis- 
ited India several times, profes- 
sionally. 

Mr. Polak differed with". Dr. 
Singh on the claims of the Congress 
Party to represent all India. While 
being a truly national party ,it is 
only one of many such parties; and 
outside of the National parties there 
were large groups like the "All 
India Muslim League." 

The British Government, Polak 
staled, is disheartened at the re- 
fusal of the different parties to 
come together in an attompt to 
formulate a truly Indian Constitu- 
tion, This was described 'as a nec- 
essary sta(e of affairs, before Do- 
minion Status could really be con- 
sidered. 

Quoting from the history of the 
other Dominions In the British 
Commonwealth, he maintained that 
Domiiiion status is, properly, not 
granted, but is merely a recogni- 
tion of a condition of national unity 
and co-operation for the good of 
all parties concerned. His formula 
therefore was: The Indians should 
get rid of fear end mutual distrust 
of each other, and work together 
on a Constitution. That the question 
of the Indian Princes could not be 
dismissed as easily as Dr. Singh 
suggested, "but even that could find 
a suitable solution if British India* I 
were united.
